CANADA  COMPANY 

IN  ANSWER  TO  MR.  SECRETARY  JOSEPH'S  LETTER  OF  THE  2Sch.  JAN.  1838. 

CANADA  Company's  Oppicb, 
o  Toronto,  1  St.  Feb'y,  \838. 

Wk  have  llio  honop  to  ncknowlcdge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the29tli.  ult.,  enclosiiig 
iin  a«lclres.s  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  ami  informing  us  of  the  desire  of  His  Excolleiioy  the 
Lieutennnt  Governor,  that  wo  should  forward  to  your  office,  with  aa  little  delay  as  possible,  so 
much  of  the  information  required  in  the  address,  as  our  office  might  enable  ua  to  afford. 

The  information  required  by  the  House  ol  Assembly,  is  as  follows  :— 

"A  statement  3ti  detail  of  the  several  sums  expended  by  the  Canada  Company,  and  brought 
to  their  credit  m  account  with  the  Executive  Government,  in  part  payment  for  lands  sold  them 
in  this  province,  for  making  roads,  building  bridges,  wharves,  piers,  or  any  other  erections,  ths 
name  or  names  of  the  (liffeicut  contractor  or  contractors. 

"  The  specific  sum  or  sums  paid  for  each  contract,  separately  and  apart  from  any  thing  con- 
nected with  the  private  business  of  the  company  in  charge  of  their  agents. 

"  As  also  the  name  or  names  of  the  person  who  approved  of  such  expenditure,  on  the  part 
ot  the  L.Kecutivc  Government  of  this  Province,  before  the  commencement  of  any  work,  and 
alter  the  completion  of  the  several  contracts. 

"A  statement  of  the  lands  purchased  by  the  Canada  Company  from  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
meiir during  the  twelve  years  ending  on  the  first  January,  1838,  according  to  the  spirit,  intention 
and  meaning  of  the  30lh  Article  of  the  agreement  between  Her  Majesty's  Government  md  the 
C  auada  Company. 

"  As  also  a  statement  of  the  names  of  all  settlers  placed  upon  any  of  the  said  Lands,  during 
I  ho  years  following  the  date  ot  the  said  agreement,  and  a  description  of  the  lands  upon  which 
thev  were  placed.  As  also  a  statement  .setting  forth  at  lengih,  any  and  all  the  returns  which  the 
said  company  mny  have  made  during  the  period  first  mentioned,  accordinc  to  the  intention  and 
meaning  of  the  30th  clause  .iforcsaid." 

The  Canada  Company  have  no  desiro  whatever  to  withhold  any  information  in  their  power 
to  afford  which  can  be  reasonably  expected  ofthoia;  but  before  attempting  to  furnish  any  part 
01  that  now  required  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  we  shall  tnke  the  liberty  of  calling  the  attention 
of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  (o  the  various  clauses  of  the  several  agreements 
between  Her  Majesty's  Government  and  the  Canada  Company,  bearing  upon  the  quest'ion,— and 
of  then  stating  what  our  interpretation  may  be  of  the  obligations  they  impose  upon  the  conipany. 

Wo  shall,  afterwards,  endeavour  fo  shew  that  the  Canada  Company  have,  on  their  part, 
strictly  fulfilled  ihem,  and  if  we  go  more  fullv  into  the  detail  of  matters  connected  with  the  pro- 
per discharge  of  those  ohligiuions  than  strictly  speaking  could  bo  required  of  any  public  body 
wo  do  so  in  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  under  protest  against  the 
act  being  considered  ns  a  precedent  for  einiilar  demands  hereafter. 

The  original  agreement  btnwcen  tiio  Canada  Company  and  Her  Majesty's  Government  was 
for  the  purciiasc  of  a  portion  of  the  Crown  aud  Clergy  Reserves  in  this  Province. 

The  former  consisting  of 1,384,413  Acres. 

and  tho  latter 829,130    do. 

Forming  a  total  of. 2,213,813 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Commissionore  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  those  lands  were  valued  at  three  shillings  and  six  pence  an  acre,  at  which  rate  the 
Clergy  Reserves  amounted  to  £143,150,  5s. 
f  '"  <;°"^^<l"<^"t-'e  ofthe  difficnllics,  however,  which  subsequently  arose,  regarding  the  disposal 
of  thjB  Clergy  Reserves,  tlicy  were  withdrawn  by  Her  Majesty's  Government ;  and  in  lieu  there  of, 
and  for  the  samejimonnt  in  the  ngregate,  a  block  of  land  in  the  London  and  Western  Districts  to 
the  extent  of  about  One  Million  acres  was  made  over  to  the  Canada  Company,  as  will  appear  from 
the  first  clause  of  the  second  agreement  between  the  Earl  Bathurst  and  the  Canada  Comoany. 

1  his  biuck  formed  part  of  an  extensive  tract  of  land  purchased  by  tho  Government  from"  the 
Six  Nations  Indians,  was  unsurveyed  and  indead  unexplored.was  a  considerable  distance  from  all 
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seUleiuents  witlioiu  the  ndvnnlngeof  roods,  or  even  of  conligiiiiy  to  llirm,  mlvnulagcs  which  ihc 
Clergy  Reserves  possessed  iu  an  cntincnt  dej;roc. 

In  consequcnco  of  ihese  circiimstanceH  the  Ciinada  Ci.)in|)nii,r  "or«^  nllov.cd  one  third  of  iho 
purchase  money,  or  £4J),380,  to  bo  oxi)cndcd  in  public  works  and  iinpi-o\  CMueiits  witliiii  the  Block, 
per  clause  iJof  the  same  ngrecmcut. 

To  obviate  the  possibility  (if  inisundorslaiidinp;  ns  to  what  mijuhl  b;  con^idoiTd  "Public 
works  and  improvements,"  it  wns  stated  in  clause  3  that  they  would  he  tnidcrslood  to  apply  to 
Canals,  Bridges,  High  Roads,  Churches,  Wliarvro,  School  Housch,  and  other  works  calcidiitcd 
for  the  common  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabiuuits  of  the  'J'ract. 

Clause  i,  of  the  same  agreement  is  (o  the  clFect  that  the  plan  and  estimate  of  ony  such  un- 
dertaking as  those  referred  to,  fcihall  oiiginale  v.ilh  the  company;  but  lliat  the  coinjiany  must 
invariably  submit  them  to  the  Governor  in  Council  prior  to  his  consent  being  given,  that  lh« 
expense  thereof  shall  be  received  in  part  payment  of  the  pmchnse  of  the  land. 

In  clause  5.,  the  company  arc  required  npon  the  coniplciinn  oi  any  such  undertaking,  to  lay 
before  the  Governor  in  Council  a  statement  of  the  cost  incurred  by  them  iu  tflecting  the  same,  and 
if  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  deem  such  work  to  imve  been  duly  cxeeuted  according  to  the 
plan  upon  which  the  estimate  was  founded,  and  in  such  manner  as  was  inten<led  at  the  time  that 
the  plan  and  estimate  given  in  by  the  Company  was  approved,  that  they  shall  then  be  allowed 
credit  for  the  amount  actually  expendod,  provided  it  have  not  exceeded  the  estimate.-— If  how- 
ever the  expense  should  in" any  instance  cxcned  such  estimate,  and  the  Governor  In  Council 
shall  deem  such  excess  to  have  been  jnslified  by  special  circumstances,  the  (.ompnny  shall  in 
that  cose  also  be  allowed  credit  iH  account  for  the  amount  actually  expended,  provided  such 
gums  do  not  exceed  in  the  whole  one  third  of  the  said  purchase  money  of  the  million  ocres. 

The  amount  which  the  Canada  Company  have  obtained  credit  with  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment for  under  these  clauses  to  the  present  date  is  £27,493  128.  lOd  ,  of  which  the  following 
are  the  particulars;

losetllemoiit,  for  whicli,  and  other  works,  still  required,  even  in  tlie  settled  portion  of  tho  Ifuron, 
HO  soon  na  the  present  works  are  completed,  and  the  amount  passed  tho  Governor  in  Council, 
only  about  13,000  pounds  will  remain. 

In  other  works  the  expense  of  which  is  not  noted  in  these  slatcmentfi,  we  havo  expended 
upwards  of  i^7,000,  which,  had  tho  Company  deemed  tho  improvement  fund  adequate  to  meet  us 
well  as  to  make  the  required  Roads,  Bridget,  &c.  yet  to  be  constructed,  might  hav(5  been  made 
under  the  above  mentioned  clause^). 

Tho  Company  aro  further  required  to  furnish  a  statomcnt  of  tho  Landd  purchased  by  thorn 
from  lier  Majesty's  Government  during  tho  twelve  years  ending  tho  Ist  day  of  January,  lOUB, 
according  to  the  spirit,  intention,  and  meaning  of  the  30th  article. 

This  wo  shall  moat  willingly  tarnish  as  soon  as  time  will  admit  of  our  doing  so. 

In  the  meanwhile,  as  it  may  be  satisfactory  and  as  bearing  upon  tho  subjoLt  in  some  mea- 
sure of  the  present  enquiries,  and  as  shewing  the  gro'-s  (juantiiy  of  Ijand,  uctually  under  Patent 
to  the  Canada  Company,  I  beg  leave  to  annex  a  coi»y  oi  a  document  recently  addressrd  by  iho 
Commissioners  of  tho  Canada  Company  to  a  Comn.itt'eo  of  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Council 
sitting  upon  a  Bill  lately  sent  up  by  the  House  of  Assembly. 

From  this  document  it  will  also  appear  how  very  unfounded  has  been  tlio  assertion  that  the 
Canada  Company  avoid  the  payment  of  the  Tax  already  imposed  upon  wild  land  by  only  taking 
out  Patents  to  the  extent  of  their  sales  of  Land  when  the  Tax  falls  upon  the  purchaser. 

It  is  there  shewn  that  the  whole  purchase  made  by  the  Company  of  Her  Majesty's  Govorn- 
niont  was  2,213,843  acres,  ol  which  aro  now  under  Patent  to  the  Canada  Company,  unsold  or

located,  and  upon  which  the  present  occupiers  pay  those  Taxes, 692,282

Or,  it  may  be  said,  in  round  numbers  that  two-thirds  of  their  contract  term  are  now  expired, 
during  which  period  the  Canada  (Company  have  taken  out  Patents  for  two-thirds  of  their  pur- 
chase—that they  have  actually  located  one  third  of  the  whole  purchase  on  which  the  Taxes  are 
paid  by  the  occupant — that  they  hold,  unsold  and  unproductive  to  themselves,  one-third,  on  which 
a  largo  amount  of  Taxes  has  already  been  paid  by  the  Company,  and  that  the  remaining  third  is 
applicable  to  the  unexpired  term  of  their  contract. 

Wo  intended  to  have  gone  more  fully  into  this  and  somo  other  subjects  here  referred  to,  but 
since  commencing  this  reply,  we  havo  received  your  further  letter  of  the  30th  ult.,  applying  for  n 
duplicate  of  a  paper  which  we  had  the  honor  of  addressing  you  last  year,  which  contains  all  we 
could  wish  to  have  added.

Gentlemen, 

Agreeably  with  your  request  of  this  morning,  I  beg  to  make  the  following  remarks), 
which  may  be  annexed  to  the  Memoratida,  that  I  had  the  honor  of  submitting  for  your  considera- 
tion, on  the  27th  instant,  relative  to  the  Bill  now  before  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Conncil,  for 
the  Taxation  of  Lands,  at  present  the  property  of  the  Crown,  but  which  are  to  be  hereafter  in  the 
fulfilment  of  the  contract  between  thorn  and  Her  Majesty's  Government,  to  bo  Patented  to  the 
Canada  Company. 

Clause  21.  of  the  first  agreement  made  between  the  Earl  IJathurst  and  the  Canada  Cooi^ 
pany,  is  as  follows  : 

"  During  a  period  of  fifleon  years  to  commence  and  be  computed  from  the  Ist  January,  182(5, 
••  (subsequently  extended  to  si-Kteen  years  commencing  1st  July,  1826,  'per  clause  9.  of

The  mouth  of  the  Maitland  is  capable  of  being  made  one  of  the  finest  harbours  in  this 
country,  is  the  only  natural  one,  if  the  term  may  be  so  applied  to  one,  having  a  bar  at  its  mouth, 
between  Penetanguishine  and  the  Rapids  of  the  Saint  Clair,  a  distance  of  about  300  miles~tbe 
importance  of  improving  it  and  making  it  accessible  lo  all  vessels  navigating  those  waters,  oeed»

The  Company  having  been  thus  disappointed  in  obtaining  a  charter,  still  anxious  that  the 
improvement  ot  the  country  should  not  be  retarded  through  any  want  of  exertion  on  their  part 
made  application  for  a  lease  of  the  WaterLots,  on  obtaining  which,  with  authority  to  levy  whar- 
fage under  reasonable  restrictions,  they  were  willing  to  undertake  the  improvements  to  a  certain 
extent  until  such  tune  as,  by  obtaining  a  charter,  they  might  be  encouraged  in  carrying  all  their 
plans  of  improvement  into  complete  effect,  (a  privilege  which  it  is  respectfully  urged  by  the 
Company  was  never  before  refused,  when  properly  and  respectfully  applied  for  by  places  simi- 
larly  situated  with  Goderich.) 

This  application  was  liberally  granted  by  the  Executive  Government,  land  under  the 
authority  of  this  lease  the  Canada  Company  have  already  expended  £3,000.,  and  now  coBtem- 
plate  a  further  outlay  of  £4,000. 

Such  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  more  prominent  benefits  conferred  on  this  country  by  the 
exertions  and  liberal  expenditure  of  the  Canada  Company.
